Western nation navies 
united in terrorism war
By LT.

Terrorism was the main topic
as representatives from  14
naval war colleges in the west-
ern hemisphere converged in
Newport this week for the 20th
Conference of the Naval War
Colleges of the Americas.

The theme of this year’s con-
ference was, “Innovative Use of
Naval War Gaming, Research
and Teaching Techniques to
Counter the New Terrorist
Threats” — a theme reinforced
by the conference’s keynote
speaker, Vice Adm. John G.
Morgan, Deputy Chief of Naval
Operations for Plans, Policy
and Operations.

Morgan said the most serious
threat facing the United States
is the proliferation of weapons
of mass destruction in the
hands of rogue nations or crim-
inals.

“This threat is real, it is grave,
and it is elusive,” he said. “None
of our nations, not even the
United States, has the unlimit-
ed capabilities or resources to
be right 100 percent of the time.
Our enemies know this chal-
lenge and they exploit the
seams and gaps in our securi-
ty.”

“War gaming is an effective tool to help spot
these gaps, seams and vulnerabilities that
future enemies seek to exploit in the new battle
space,” Morgan said. “No one nation can (stop
terrorism) alone.”

Morgan went on to say one of the biggest
gaps is what he referred to as a “hemispheric
gap” across the Americas.

At a recent Proliferation Security Initiative
(PSI) war game held at the U.S. Naval War Col-
lege, Morgan said that Europe, Asia and North
America were well represented, but that “at war

games like these, sometimes it
is what you do not see that
counts the most.”

Morgan asked the conference
delegates to consider the possi-
bility of a vessel loaded with
weapons of mass destruction
passing through their territorial
waters. 

“Do you realize that your
government may only have two
hours to make a decision?  And
sometimes the situation sets a
deadline for us.

“In a small way we can help
each other.  There are some
dangers that are common to us
all that we must not tolerate,”
Morgan said.

War college leaders have
been meeting biennially since
the inaugural conference in
1962 and according to U.S.
Naval War College president,
Rear Adm. Jacob L. Shuford, the
tradition is a “great opportunity
to exchange ideas and new
concepts” and “build trust and
confidence among  allies.”  

“It is my firm belief that we
who wear this same blue uni-
form and share responsibility
for our nation’s safety and secu-
rity on and from the sea can
talk and develop new ideas and
new understandings about our

important duties,” he said.
One of the most significant achievements of

the CNWCA has been the creation of a series of
inter-American war games, which, over the
years, have explored a number of wartime sce-
narios.  The officials meeting this year will
explore ways to make this annual war game
more responsive to the new threats posed by
terrorism, in its many forms.  

Naval war  colleges from the following
nations were represented this week:  Argentina,
Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Colombia, the
Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador,
Mexico, Peru, Uruguay, the United States and
Venezuela.

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Military job-hunters seen facing tough challenges

About 20 naval officers and
senior enlisted, either separat-
ing from the Navy or retiring
after full careers, got the
“straight skinny” last week on
how to market themselves in
the civilian working world.

H.L. “Buzz” Buse III, a retired
Marine Corps colonel and
director of Officer Placement

Service for the Military Officers
Association of America
(MOAA), led a seminar last Fri-
day in Perry Hall Auditorium
on “Marketing Yourself for a
Second Career” at Perry Hall,
NAVSTA.

For the past 10 years he has
been the expert on transition-
ing from military to civilian
employment. This was his final
presentation.

“You must package yourself

and prove to a prospective
employer that you add value to
that company,” he said. “This
is your greatest challenge.”

Buse told the audience that
as servicemembers they are
part of the number one fight-
ing force in the world, and sec-
ond place is not an option.

“Bring that asset with you.”
He said. “You have learned to
be reliable, accountable and
consistent. You can work with

the most senior officer to the
most junior enlisted, and have
taken care of your people.

Buse said employers have
many misconceptions and
perceptions of the military
members, stereotyping them
as  “too rigid” or “lack innova-
tion.” 

Employers value strong
ethics and morality. Other
desirable qualities include
being results-oriented, having

good communicating skills,
being accountable, being will-
ing to delegate, fearlessness
(courage of convictions) and
having business acumen.

He said today’s civilian
workplace is radically different
from the military world. 

“There is no more job securi-
ty when you walk out that gate
and hang up that uniform for
the last time,” he said. “You can

TRICARE
Prime now
restricted

Changes have been made to
Naval Health Care New Eng-
land’s TRICARE Prime retiree
enrollment policy.

Commanding Officer, Naval
Health Care New England
(NHCNE), has temporarily
closed “new” enrollment to the
Military Treatment Facility
(MTF) for retirees, retiree fam-
ily members and the family
members of deceased retirees
due to capacity constraints.
The opportunity to enroll in
TRICARE Prime with a primary
care manager (PCM) in the
civilian network, however, was
opened and is a viable option
for this group.

This policy does NOT affect
those currently enrolled to the
MTF.  

•Which MTFs are affected by
this policy?

The NHCNE MTFs are
affected by this enrollment
policy include Naval Ambula-
tory Care Center Groton,
Conn.; Richard D. De Wert
Medical Clinic (Naval Ambula-
tory Care Center Newport,
R.I.); and Branch Medical Clin-
ics in Brunswick, Maine, and
Portsmouth, N.H.

• Will my TRICARE Prime
benefit be affected if I am
enrolled to a Civilian Network
PCM?

Yes, there is a $12 co-payment
for a civilian PCM office visit.

• How will the Civilian Net-
work meet my needs? 

The civilian network PCM,
just like the MTF PCM, will
coordinate all your primary
and specialty care needs.  In
some instances, you may be
directed back to the MTF for
specialty services.

He said in today’s business

ings plans are reduced, and
technology is always changing.

Buse said fiddling with the
right resume style is wasting
time. Seventy-five percent of
job hunting time should be
allocated to networking.

He suggested the members
write personal letters to people
in jobs that might interest
them. “Ask to meet them, then
inquire about the positives and
negatives, the advantages and
disadvantages of their job.
Then leave a resume behind.”

“Remember, 80 percent of
the jobs out there are never
advertised,” he said.

itizens with disabilities.
“The CAP Program provides any

kind of reasonable accommoda-
tions,” said Flynn-Sams.  Some
examples include interpreters, Brail
readers, magnifiers and voice
recognition equipment, or as sim-
ple as an ergonomic keyboard or a
chair.” 

Specialized training and supervi-
sion can also open door for those
with developmental disabilities
and other diverse needs. 

Alexis Valory, Day Enrichment
and Vocation Services counselor at
Looking Upwards in Middletown,
said the program helps remove bar-
riers by providing such services as
employment training, skills, sup-
port to live independently, leading
to rich and satisfying lives.

“This is an awesome forum,” she
said.  “This state (Rhode Island) is
years ahead of the national trend in
terms of the programs that are
available.  Such advocacy has given
a good strong voice for better
opportunities, programs and
employment options for this popu-
lation.”

Pauline Peter, program secretary

WASHINGTON (NNS) —
Retired Vice Adm. Samuel L.
Gravely Jr., whose distin-
guished naval career spanned
from 1942 to 1980, died Oct.
22 at the National Naval Med-
ical Center. He was 82. 

Chief of Naval Operations
Adm. Vern Clark said, “Adm.
Sam  Gravely excelled in his
life of service to the nation,
commanding warships at sea
during the Vietnam War and
rising to lead the entire 3rd

Fleet. His leadership inspired
a generation of Americans to
make the most of every
opportunity. All in our Navy
are grateful
for his ser-
vice.”

A f t e r
graduating
from Vir-
ginia Union
Un i v e r s i t y
d u r i n g
World War
II, Gravely
enlisted in
the Naval
Reserve in
1942. Upon completion of the
midshipman school at
Columbia University, he was
commissioned as an ensign in
the Naval Reserve in Decem-
ber of 1944 and went on to
become the first African-
American to be selected to the
rank of commander, captain,
rear admiral and vice admiral
in the Navy. 

Gravely lived by a philoso-
phy that shaped his entire life
saying, “Success in life is the
result of several factors. My
formula is simply education
plus motivation plus perse-
verance.” 

Gravely is survived by his
wife, Alma; his daughter,
Tracey; his son, David; and
David’s wife, Beverly Clark-
Gravely. 

DoD provides
online ballot 

WASHINGTON (NNS) —
The Federal Voting Assistance
Program (FVAP) has made
available an official Online
Federal Write-In Absentee
Ballot (OFWAB)..

The OFWAB, like the paper
version, has been prescribed
by FVAP to serve as an emer-
gency ballot for those over-

seas citizens covered by the
Uniformed and Overseas
Absentee Voting Act (UOCA-
VA) who do not receive their
requested state absentee bal-
lot. The OFWAB is an alterna-
tive to the multipart paper
version.

Generally, a citizen can only
use the FWAB under three,
very specific conditions. To be
eligible for this ballot, the U.S.
citizen must:

• Be located outside the
United States (including
APO/FPO addresses);

• Have applied for a regu-
lar ballot early enough so
that the request is received
by the appropriate local
election official at least 30

days before the election; and
• Not have received the

requested regular absentee
ballot from the state.

The FWAB is used to vote
for federal offices, presi-
dent/vice president, U.S. sen-
ator, U.S. representative, dele-
gate or resident commissioner
to the Congress) in general
elections. 

Some states now allow mili-
tary and overseas citizens to
use the FWAB in elections
other than general elections
or for offices other than feder-
al offices. The citizen should
consult Chapter 3 of the 2004-
05 Voting Assistance Guide for
specific state or territorial
requirements. 

The citizen may electroni-
cally fill in the form before it is
printed, or print it and manu-
ally fill in the form. In either
case, the citizen’s manual sig-
nature and date are required.

Paul H. Nitze,
ex-SECNAV, dies

WASHINGTON (NNS) —
Paul H. Nitze, whose distin-
guished government career
included serving as Secretary
of the Navy from 1963 to 1967,
died Oct. 20 at his home in
Washington, D.C..

“The thoughts and prayers
of the men and women of the
Navy and Marine Corps team
go out to the Nitze family at
this time of loss,” Secretary of
the Navy Gordon R. England
said. “Paul Nitze’s life was one
of service to America and the
cause of freedom. He was one
of America’s greatest public
servants, and a patriot who
played many important roles

in our nation’s history and the
cause of world peace.”

During his time as the Navy
secretary, Nitze raised the
level of attention given to
quality of service issues. His

many achievements included
establishing the first Person-
nel Policy Board and retention
task force (the Alford Board),
and obtaining targeted per-
sonnel bonuses.

responsibility pay.
